Dear Ms. Brown: 

This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) dated May 31, 2019 in which you seek records 
related to asylum claims in which “gender” or “nationality” as a particular social group is 
mentioned originating from/pertaining to EOIR Denver Immigration Court personnel. 

As you will recall, we notified you by written correspondence dated August 1,2019 that 
your requester category was determined to be that of a commercial use requester and that EOIR 
would require a fee agreement before your request could be processed. See 28 C.F.R. 

16.10(b)(1). We also notified you that your request would be withdrawn within 30 days if we did 
not hear from you. Because we have not heard from you, we presume that you are no longer 
interested in the processing of this request. Therefore, your request is considered withdrawn and 
has been closed.

Your appeal must be postmarked or electronically transmitted within 90 days of the date 
of my response to your request. If you submit your appeal by mail, both the letter and the 
envelope should be clearly marked “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.”
